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AUSSIN'S STE 
STARTLES EUROPE, 


Her Bold Move Is a Virtual An- 
nexation of a Port of China. 


FLEET ON THE WAY TO COREA 


The Czar’s Warships Will Anchor at 
Port Arthur and Engineers Build a 
Railway Through Manchuria. 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—The dispatch from 
Shanghai announcing the departure of a 
fleet of nineteen Russian warships from 
Viadivosto® for Chemulpo and Fusan, Cor- 
ean ports, and the dispatch from Hong 
Kong announcing that Russia has obtained 
‘tthe right to anchor her fleet at Port Ar- 
thur and construct railroads on the Liao 
Tung peninsula are regarded as a sudden 
reopening in an unexpected quarter of the 
Far Eastern question in its widest sense. 

The Shanghai dispatch says that the Jap- 
anese fleet in Formosan waters has been re- 
called, that several British warships had 
been ordered to Corea, and: that prepara- 
tions for a struggle are visible on all sides. 

The Hong Kong cable to the Times caused 
that. paper to remark editorially to-day: 
“Russia cannot possibly imagine that the 
great Powers will view with indifference 


such a iy a ape of the balance of power, 
which is almost unparalleled in its audacity. 
China’s tion to purchase the railways 
is a jest almost too comical to find a place 
in any serious diplomatic transaction. Un- 
der the indicated conditions Manchuria 
would practically become a Russian prov- 
ince, while Pekin would be within Russia’s 


grip. 

It is admitted here that the situation pre- 
sented is so grave that, should the news 
prove true, it would make war in which 
several nations would take part more than 
probable. There is every reagon to believe 
that the story from Hong Kong is authentic 
and ali sources of information ee that 
the Powers interested in the Far East will 
find themselves confronted by a condition 
of seriousness which cannot be overesti- 
mated. 

The afternoon papers of this city all pub- 
lish long articles agreeing that British inter- 
vention in the Far East is necessary. 

The St. James Gazette says: ‘Even war 
with Russia would be less disastrous.than 
to allow her without a blow to get such a 
grip upon China. She could throttle all the 
other Powers and choke off their commerce. 
Unless Russia and China give the neces- 
sary assurances, it is a case for an ulti- 
matum, and perhaps the most serious step 
nd diplomacy has had since the Crimean 

rar. 

The impression is general in the official 
world. and it is re-echoed by the press, 
that neither America nor Germany ean al- 
low the Pacific to become “a Franco-Rus- 
sian lake,’’ as the Globe puts it, and it is 
generally thought that the diplomats will 
be sufficiently strong to eombine to re- 
sist Russian aggression. 

The Pall Mall Gazette sums up the start- 
ling news in the East with this statement: 
“Russia has annexed China,’’ and in the 
course of a long article on the subject, adds: 
“If this treaty is to stand, roll up the map 
of Asia.” 

In conclusion the Pall Mall Gazette urges 
the re-occupation of Port HamilJton by the 
‘British and the immediate strengthening of 
the British fleet in Chinese waters, “‘lest 
> lose her fleet at the first blow.”’ 

ince this important news was circulated 
the test activity hasbeen displayed in 
the vernment offices here, particularly at 
the foreign office and at the admiralty, and 
the coming and going of messengers was 
continuous throughout the morning and 
business hours of the afternoon. 

At the different clubs the “war scare’’ in 
the East is eagerly discussed, the grave situ- 
ation of affairs in Venezuela having almost 
completely dropped out of recollection in the 
alarm of the moment. Nobody seems to 
doubt the report that by the recently 
agreed upon Russo-China treaty, Russia has 
obtained rights to which the most favored 
mation clause is not applicable, which may 
cause a great war. 

The correspondent of the Times at Hong 
Kong, who sent the sensational news, is 
described by his newspaper as being in 
“close relat with men who are able to 
penetrate beneath the surface of things,” 
and it ts therefore concluded that the news 
he has just sent cannot be disregarded. 

Naturally the public mind will be in a 
@tate -of great unreast until some official 
utterance either denies or confirms the im- 

rtant announcement which would leave 

reat Britain with her hands full of trou. 
ble, and emall, including the dispute 
with Brazil a Trinidad, the serious

The Proposition Being Discussed by 
Officials at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 25.—The sug- 
gestion that a great exposition marking 
the close of the present century be held 
in Washington in the summer of 1900 is 


meeting with much favor at the capital. 
Besides commemorating the close of a 
century, such an exposition would mark 
the centennial anniversary of the founding 
of the seat of government in the District 
of Columbia. In June, 1800, the public offices 
were transferred to Washington and opened 
on the 15th of that month. 

A citizen of Washington suggests to the

England Must Not Acquire Terri- 
tory on This Continent by Force. 


REQUESTED TO ARBITRATE. 


No Opinion Offered on the Merits of 
Great Britain’s Contention 
With Venezuela. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—A-special to the 
Herald from Washington says: 

Additional particulars have just been as- 
certained concerning the contents of Sec- 
retary Olney’s note:to Great Britain on the 
Venezuelan matter. It is a communication 
of about 8,000 words and contains a full re- 
view of the efforts which the United States 
has repeatedly made to secure settlement 
of the long-standing dispute between Great 
Britain and Venezuela. It describes the his- 
tory of the Monroe doctrine, points out the 
application of this doctrine to the boundary 
dispute in Guiana and then declares the 
principle, which is the vital part of the 
note and the great principle for which the 
United States is now contending, namely 
that no European power shall enlarge its 
territorial dominion on the American con- 


tinent by means of force. From this basis, 
Secretary Olney proceeds to declare that ar- 
bitration is obviously the only just mecth- 
ods by which Great Britain can hope to 
reach a settlement of her dispute with 
Venezuela. Such arbitration, he says, the 
United States is now, as formerly, willing 
to promote and facilitate. But he is as 
emphatic as language permits in the dcclsar- 
ation that any attempt to reach a settle- 
ment of the contention by means of force 
would be ty pty as an act unfriendly to 
the United States. 

Secretary Olney is careful to point out in 
this note that the United States has no 
opinion to offer concerning the merits cf 
Great Britain’s dispute with Venezuela. 
So far as the United States knows, either 

arty to the contention may be in the righi. 

ut he reviews the history of the territorial 
misunderstanding between Venezuela on the 
one side and Great Britain on the other, in 
order to show most conclusively’ that 
doubts do exist as to the right of either 
disputant, thtat Great Britain has at vari- 
ous times herself admitt the existence 
of this doubt arising through a 
series of complications, imperfect 
descriptions and indefinite treaties. He es- 
tablishes, as it appears beyond contraven- 
tion, that the dispute is of that character 
where no absolute right nor clearness of 
title exists with either party and that the 
quarrel is essentially one of those misunder- 
standin between nations which, by in- 
numerable international precedents, are 

reperly to be adjusted by means of ar- 

itration. 

Having thus effectually estopped any pos- 
sibie plea that the territory in question is 
indisputably British soil and therefore com- 
ing within the rule that no nation can sub- 
mit to arbitration its title to its own terri- 
tory, Secretary Olney again declares that 
through the Monroe doctrine the United 
States has a right to a voice in the settle- 
ment of this matter and that his voice is 
raised to urge that the dispute be settied 
by arbitration. The Secretary takes the 

round that arbitration may confirm great 

ritain’s jurisdiction over all the disputed 
territory. If this should be the finding of @ 
tribunal the United States would hence- 
forth respect that decision.

To a Post-Dispatch reporter he said in 
regard to the Venezuela incident: ‘The 
trend of public opinion is that the time has 
come when the United States Should make

“But,” he added “the Monroe doctrine has 
always been a vague sentiment rather than 
a strong conviction, and I don’t think there 
will ever be a sincere disposition to pro- 
ceed to the extremity of war, except upon 
some flagrant interference with the rights 
of citizens of the United States or some 
action which imperils the autonomy of our 
neighboring republics. "That condition is not 
filled, I think, in the present Venezuela sit- 
uation, whatever may be said and written 
about the Marquis of Salisbury’s ultimatums 
and snubs to Bayard and the ceaseless 
chatter of the press upon the phases of the 
controversy. here is a complete lack of 
definite information on the subject, as far 
as outsiders are concerned, and it would 
be folly to formulate an opinion. 

“Is it not possible,” the Kansan was 
asked, “that this Veneztela bluffing busi- 
ness from Washington may mean, as it 
did in the last part of Clevéland’s first Ad- 
ministration in the Cutting affair, a scheme, 
cooked up between Cleveland and ard, 
to make the re-election of Clevelan or 
the election of Bayard as his heir, a néces- 
sity ?’’ 

“The Cutting matter,” the ex-Senator 
said, ‘‘came near becoming serious, I[t was.

Members of the Business Men’s League 
who have been working for the Republican 
convention express great confidence in the 
chances of St. Louis. In fact, they believe 
the battle is already won and that this 
city will be chosen on the third of fourth 
ballot when the National Committee meets 
at Washington, Dec. 10. 

Of the 5&8 members of the National Com- 
mittee, 18 are positively pledged to St» Louis 
on the first ballot. This statement is au- 
thoritative, and is now made after a careful 
canvass of the members by correspondence 
and personal interviews. The sub-commic- 
tee on the location of the convention is 
composed of nine members, and luekily for 
St. Louis, Col. R. C. Kerens of this city 

f the nine. 

rhe only member of the sub-committee 
who has expressed himself as positively op- 
posed to St. Louis is Hon. Wm. M. Haha 
of Ohio, and his opposition is entirely due 
to the desire of Cincinnati to entertain the 
convention. Greater influences, however, 
than those exerted by a single city, such 
as Cincinnati, are very liable to be brought 
to bear upon Mr. Hahn to break down his 
opposition to St. Louts. One of those in- 
fluences is the preference of the various 
candidates for the presidential nomination 
in the matter of locating the convention. 
And in this respect St. uis occupies @ 
particularly enviable position. ; 

None of the aspirants for the nomination 
are opposed ‘to St. Louis, while at least 
two or three of them are known to posi- 
tively favor this city. Gov. McKinley, who, 
of course, controls Mr. Hahn in this matter, 
naturally encourages the ambition of Cin- 
cinnati, but his friends have given a large 
number of St. Louisans to understand that 
when the Buckeye metropolis is out of the 
race, which it will be dfter one or two 
complimentary ballots, he will urge no ob- 
jection through his representatives on the 
committee to St. Louis. 

Mr. Allison of Iowa is known to favor 
St. Louls above all other places, while Sen- 
ator Cullom of Illinois will throw his influ- 
ence to this city as soon as Chicago, the 
perpetual claimant, is dropped. Gen. Har- 
rison, for various reasons, has never been 
favorable to Chicago, as was shown by his 
efforts in behalf of Minneapolis en t 
lively scramble for the convention o 
and when noses are counted at Washington 
in December Indiana will be found on the 
side of St. Louis.

The advantages on the side of St. Louis 
are multitudonius enough to fill a volume, 
Its very geographical center, together with 
its unrivaled railroad facilities, has, during 
the past thirty years brought here so many 
national assemblages of various character 
as to have given it the name of the Conven- 
tion City. , 

The first political gathering of national 
import held here was the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention of 1876, when Tilden and 
Hendricks were nominated, The convention 
was held tn the Merchants’ Exchange and 
was in every way an unqualified success, 
Twelve years later, in 1888, the representa- 
tives of American Democracy again met in 
St. Louis to select a standard bearer. Dur- 
ing the interval the St. Louis Exposition 
Building had been erected and it was in the 
Music Hall of this magnificent structure 
that Mr. Cleveland was renominated. 

The Exposition Building covers an area 
of six acres, while the hall is one of the 
largest and best equipped in America. There 
are in it 3.507 numbered seats, whiie on 
special occasions 500 additional ones can 
be provided, and as many as 6,000 persons 
havé been in the hall at one time. En- 
tertainment Hall in the same building has 
1,249 numbered seats, and a very iarge 
Stage, and altogether the Exposition Build- 
ing is probably the hest adapted for hold- 
ing national convent' that the world 
has seen. The entire north nave can eas- 
ily be converted into a hall and with the 
galieries is capable of comfortably accom- 
modating 20,000 people, all saated. No other 
city on this continent has this single ad- 
vantage to offer for the forthcoming na- 
tional convention,

In the matter of railroad facilities no 
spot on the planet has the advantage of 
._$t. Louis. Not a trunk line railroad on 
this continent but has direct connection 
with St. Louis, so that delegates in most 
cases can get in a sleeping car at their 
hemes and not leave it untii they land at 
the superb Union Station in St. Louis. The 
new Union Station, by the way, is con- 
ceded by experts who have examined it 
closely to be the most maghificent and com- 
plete institution of the kind on earth, Ex- 
perience has demonstrated that more pen- 
ple can be handled there than at any other 
railroad depot in the world. 

As to hotel accommodations, Secretary 
Cox of the Business Men’s League, who has 
_— this important matter elose study, 
s authority for the statement that St. 
Louis at present takes rank’ with New 
York. The annual fair and autumnal fes- 
tivities attracted to the city this year the 
biggest crowd in its history, says Mr. Cox, 
and so great has been the increase in the 
sleeping and eating accommodations of 
the town during the past year or two that 
not one of the tens of thousands of visitor 
was unable to find a comfortable bed an 
ylenty to eat. In first-class hotels St. Louis 
_ four that equal the finest in the world, 
and according to the admissions of a num- 
her of Chicago millionaires who were here 
this week there is nothing tn their city that 
will compare with them. 

Altogether the prospects are known to 
be exceedingly bright for the holding of 
the next Republican National Convention 
here, and Col. Griff Prather and others who 
have given the matter a good deal of atten- 
tion say that the chances are good for the 
Democratic National Convention to be held 
here also, though no systematic effort has 
yet been made to secure it,

Hurt at 
Down-Towr Fire. 


FIVE BUILDINGS GUTTED. 
Pfeffer Chemical Works, Wolfheim & 
Co., McCabe Tobacco Co. and Vane- 
Calvert Co. Burned Out. 


The buildings at 615-17-19 North Main street 
were destroyed by fire at 7 o’clock Friday 
morning and a loss of about $65,000 resulted. 

Two firemen were severely injured. 

While handling a stream of water on an 
extens‘on ladder Ed Friemuth,pipeman, Hose 
Co. No. 9, slipped and fell on the granite 
pavement, thirty feet below, 

In falling he struck Truckman John Det- 
weller of Company’ No. 6, who fell about 
twenty feet. Freimuth had his right knee- 
cap crushed and Detweiler’s back was se- 
verely injured, and he sustained slight in- 
ternal] injuries. 

The fire is believed to have originated in 
the second story of 617, in the laboratory of 
the Allan-Pfeiffer Chemical Co., from un- 
known causes. 

The fire wag discovered by Officer Dgan, 
who turned in the alarm, and, although the 
companies were soon at work, the flames 


spread to the adjoining buildings and the 
row of buildings from 615 to 623 were soon 


ey 

The fire spread to the Wolfheim wool and 
tallow storage house, 615, and to the Vane- 
Calvert Paint Co. on the first floor of 617. 

The paints and oils made such a dense 
smoke that the firemen were repeatedly 
driven back and they had to fight the flames 
from the outside and on ladders. 

They were also menaced by the net-work 
of electric wires overhead and made slow 
progress. 

A muffled explosion was heard in the sec- 
ond story of 617 and the heat became in- 
tense. 

Some one started the rumor that large 
quantity of explosive liquids were stored 
in the first floor of the paint company’s 
place, and the crowd ey | retreated. 

The blaze then spread to e Front Rank 
Range Co.’s storehouse, at 621, and from 
there to the Henry McCabe Tobacco Man- 
ufacturing Co., and for a time the A. F. 
Bhapleigh $torage-house at 611 was threat- 
ened. 

The buildings were flooded with dozens of 
streams of water from front and back and 
the families residing across the alley back 
of the buildings were-driven out by the 
smoke, 


As the flames spread the water tower was 
brought into play. After it had been raised it 
was found to overtop the point at which it 
was desired to direct the stream and hence 
could not be operated automatically. 

John Detweliler of the No. 6 truck and 
Edward Friemuth of No. 9's company were 
sent up the tower ladder to manipulate the 
hose. Friemuth went up first, closely fol- 
lowed by Detweller. 

The men reached almost the top of the 
lacder and having adjusted the hose, di- 
rected it so that the stream would enter the 
second-floor window of the Allan-Pfeiffer 
Manufacturing Co. 

They were somewhat higher than the ceil- 
ing of the second floor. Just as the stream 
was turned on Friemuth was seen to lurch. 
The crowd below held its breath, as it saw 
the hose jerked suddenly, as from the force 
of the strgam@ushing through !ft, and Frie- 
mut loogehed his hofd wpon the ladder. 

The next moment he had been hurled 
from his footing and plunged headlong. 

The cry of warning from the crowd was 
He had been at 
the heels of his comrade, and was struck 
by the latter in his fall. 

He shrieked as he felt himself slip from 
the rung, and he also fell head first. To 
the crowd it seemed the two men were 
oined, so simultaneous was their descent.

Pullman Sleeper. 


George M. Pullman and Marvin “5S. 
Hughitt, Chicago millionaires, were in the 
lobby of the Planters’ Hotel Thursday talk- 
ing about their earlier railroading days. 

Mr. Pullman recalled the fact that when 


he put his first sleeper on the rails in the 
West, which was done at Bloomington, on 
the Chicago & Alton line, Hughitt was the 
train dispatcher, under whose orders the 
train of which the sleeper was a part pulled 
out. 

The Chicago & Northwestern’s president 
remembered the circumstance perfectly, 
and the two silver-headed veterans had a 
good laugh over the memory of the crowd 
that assembled and hooted at the ridiculous 
idea that anybody could sleep on a railroad, 
That was thirty-six years ago. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter a few min- 
utes later Mr. Pullman said that this ab-

GERMAN PROTECTIONISTS. 


Formidable Growth afid Objects of the 
Agrarian Party. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—In a recent re- 
port of the State Department, United 
States Consul DeKay at Berlin points out 
the growth of the formidable agrarian 


party in Germany and the menace it holds 
to the producers of the United States, 
whether agriculturists or manufacturers of 
anything that competes with articles ‘‘made 
in Germany.’ Wool, grain, cattle, cotton, 
pork, all will be profoundly and injuriously 
affected if the party succeeds in its objects. 
The Germans have found that to keep the 
army in its best condition it must be 
recruited from the country—not from the 
cities,. which do not include as good ma- 
terial.

- Whether any indictmen will be re- 
turned could not be learned, aithough it is 
said that the evidence was damaging 
enough to warrant such a result. 

The greatest secrecy was thrown around 
the proceedings during the cleding hours of 
the session, 
newspaper men were barred from the ante- 
room all day Friday. 

In case any indictments are to be returned 
the court will be privately asked to issue 
bench warrants for the parties wanted. 
These will be placed in the hands of the 
United “States arshal for service. The 
proceedings will be kept as eg as possible 
until the arrests are made. he parties will 
be allowed to give bond for their appe@r- 
ance. * * 

A]l of the men against whom there is any, 
likelihood of indictments being returned are 
wealthy and have large property holdings 
in St. Louis.

Miss Carlton at Detroit. 


‘CHICAGO, IIl., Oct. 25.—News has reached 
Chicago of the niurder in or near Detroit of 
Miss Olive Carlton, a sister-in-law of Edwin 
¥F. Holmes, who has a residence in this city. 
Mr. Holmes is a wealthy lumberman en- 
gaged in business at Osceola, Mich., where 
he makes his home most of the time. His 
daughters,, however, live in the residence 


in this city, which formerly was presided 
over by their aunt. the murdered woman. 

Miss Curlton was murdered Sept. 28, but 
the mystery attending her disappearance, 
which her brother-in-law had been inves- 
tigating for the last three weeks, has just 
been cleared up, only to bring forward a 
new mystery as to who her murderers 
were. The robbery of about $200 in money 
‘and a gold watch which she carried fur- 
nished the motive. The Michigan authori- 
ties and the Chicago police are now at work 
on the clews existing, which furnish a 
slight basis to work upon in view of the 
time that has elapsed between the murder 
and its discovery. 

The victim of the murderoys robbers 
left St. Clair, Mich., for Chicago mm. the 
afternoon of Sept. 23. At Detroit Miss 
Carlton was obliged to have her baggage 


transferred and re-checked and to purchase. 


a ticket for the remainder of her journey 
to Chicago. This necessitated her going 
from the Brush street depot to the Michi- 
gan Central station in Detroit, and after 
visiting the latter place all trace of her 
movements is lost. 

That she reached the Michigan Central 
Station in safety is certain from the fact 
that her baggage came through to Chicago. 
But where that baggage now is, is the most 
mysterious part of what promises to be a 
remarkable case. The location of this 
baggage or the finding out of the disposition 
that was made of it after its arrival here 
might lead to the apprehension of the as- 
sassins. With a boldness that stamps them 
as of the most daring type they, or the one, 
to all appearances,: followed the baggage 
to Chicago after having made away with 
itsowner. At any rate, some one in Chicago 
took possession of it by means of the 
checks taken from the pocketbook of the 
murdered woman.

DR. FEE RESIGNS. 


Founder of Berea College Disagrees 
With His Congregation. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Oct. 2%.—A dispatch from 
Richmond, Ky., says: 

John G. Fee, the eminent founder of 
Berea College and for over forty years pas- 
tor of the church at Berea, has tendered his 
resignation under rather sensational circum- 
stances. 

The church is a union one, tolerating any 
form of baptism, a doctrine which Dr. Fee 
has zealously taught. A few weeks ago, 
however, he became convinced that his 
teachings had been wrong andso notified his 
congregation, telling them they must be 
baptized according to the Campbellite faith 
in order to be saved.

PRUSSIA’S CENSUS. 


Surprisingly Small Increase in the 
Population of Berlin. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Prussia has 
just completed a census. The entire popula- 
tion, June 14 last, was 31,491,209, an increase 
of 1,535,928, or 5 13-100 per cent since Decem- 
ber. 1890. The males increased 773,051 and 
the females 762,877. In Berlin the increase 
of females was especially marked, being 
two and one-hali times over men. The 


surprise of the new census was the small 
increase in Berlin’s population, all the 
more startling ——s to the unprecedented 
increase of Berlin for the years 1870 and 
1890. It was only 36,288, or 2 2-10 for tHe 
past four and a half years. The census 
shows a continuance of the movement 
towards cities from the country, in which 
Berlin had not her usual share.

THE MARKETS. 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 25. 

The only rains indicated on the map as having 
fallen in winter wheat sections during past twenty- 
four hours were very slight, the heaviest .08 inch at 
Springfield, Mo. This precipitation is due only to 
local causes—variations in temperature, for in- 
stance—so that the rain does not become general and 
covers but a limited area. present drought 
conditions are good to continue some time longer 
from the appearance of the weather map. low 
barometer in the Northwest will not bring rain to 
the main portion of the winter wheat belt. 

The Secretary of the Illinois Board of Agriculture 
does not deem damage to wheat by drought suffi- 
cient to make it worth while issuing a special crop 
report. In counties where the soil is light and much 
moisture required to insure good crops—notably 
Bond, Montgomery, Clay, Wayne, Richland, Jeffer- 
son and Fayette—tnjury is serious, but these coun- 
ties do not raise enough wheat to affect materially 
the general average. In the big wheat counties the 
crop is unimpaired or apy damage there may be is 
very slight. 

Private cables state the Liverpool market was 
favorably affected by the South holding cotton above 
a shipping parity, and that the feeling is rather 
bullish. although Manchester advices are not sat- 
isfactory. 

London Miller: It is stated that by the end of 
September a full average area had Heen sown with 
winter wheat in Russia and Poland, and that the 
season had been highly favorable for field work.
